Question: My precious sister has passed on. 
When we pass on, will we know those we loved 
so dearly on earth and be together again? 

Answer: As it was divine love that brought 
you into being and that has since sustained you, 
so it was divine love that brought you and your 
dear one together and that was expressed so 
beautifully in your lives as your love for each 
other. Surely you can trust this same power to 
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bring about the complete fulfillment of such a 
love. Do not limit your love however to the 
personality that was expressed here. The person- 
ality changes, but the Christ self, in which alone 
true, pure, spiritual love can have substance and 
being, remains the same throughout eternity and 
will draw to itself its own, regardless of person- 
ality, of death, of any change.

Question: Many times I wish that there was 
someone to whom I could talk about Unity! 
What does Unity think about divorce? 

Answer: Marriages that are made in heaven, 
marriages that are ordained of God, cannot be 
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broken. What God truly has joined together, -no 
man can put asunder even if he tries to do so. 
But when a marriage is not a true spiritual union, 
or in fact a union at all, but a conflict—then, 
although divorce is not the ideal good, it may be 
the lesser of two evils. 

Many problems that confront persons in mar- 
riage (as problems confront us in any human as- 
sociation) would seem less formidable, would be 
less often impatiently rejected as intolerable, if we 
were to consider that no human situation carries 
with it the guarantee of unvarying bliss and happi- 
ness. Our inner question should not be simply, 
Shall I be happier in this experience or out of it? 
but also, Can I learn something I need to know? 
Can I help another to learn and to grow? 

Life is a process, not a spectacle, a progress, 
not a station, as I believe Emerson has said. Jesus 
spoke of the Sabbath as being ‘made for man, 
and not man for the sabbath.” The principle of 
judgment that He implied is applicable to many 
human laws and institutions and even to marriage. 
When however something that we feel impelled 
to do involves the happiness, the peace and wel- 
fare and growth of others, we are treading on 
sacred ground. And if, as most of us believe, in 
marriage we are invoking something that reaches 
beyond man-made institutions and humanly 
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evolved laws and traditions, we should act with 
the greatest circumspection and should earnestly 
pray for guidance and wisdom. 

To say that divorce is right or wrong can have 
application only to a specific instance, to “this 
divorce” or to “that divorce.” Even then it can 
be said with authority only by one who knows all 
that enters into the decision and who has wisdom 
sufficient to judge. To say even of one who mis- 
takenly marries or mistakenly divorces his mar- 
tiage partner, that he is beyond the pale, that he 
is under divine condemnation, certainly limits 
the divine compassion and understanding. 

Mistaken action brings its own unhappy results. 
We are punished not so much for our shortcom- 
ings as by them. God's action is not retributive but 
corrective; and His great corrective for all human 
problems is love: not only His love for us but 
His love expressed in and through us and our 
human relationships. “Love . . . is the fulfilment 
of the law” and is in itself the supreme law.

Question: It is hard for me to understand why, 
if divine order is established in the atmosphere, 
some places are flooded while other places are 
badly in need of rain. 

Answer: A right amount of moisture, balanced 
by a right amount of sunshine to maintain health 





and life in nature’s domain; this is the divine in- 
heritance of the earth, just as the supply that keeps 
man alive and healthy is his inheritance from God. 
When every person who believes in prayer blesses 
the weather with thoughts of harmony, peace, 
and order, destructive earthquakes, droughts, dust 
storms, floods, damaging winds, heat, and cold 
will become a thing of the past. 

Death or destruction, wherever or whatever 
their manifestation or cause, are not in order 
under the divine law. Therefore, let us hold stead- 
fastly and with definite purpose in our thoughts, 
words, and actions to the Lord’s Prayer: ‘Thy 
will be done, as in heaven, so on earth.” 

Beauty is God’s handwriting over the earth, 
verdant growth the signature by which His pledge 
of abundant life for His creation is sealed. When 
it is marred or wiped out by the death of men, 
animals, or plants, we may well know that God's 
will is not being done. His kingdom is not being 
brought forth by man to whom God gave domin- 
ion over the earth. 

Man may disclaim the responsibility for many 
atmospheric conditions, but that does not alter the 
fact that the aggregate thoughts and activities of 
the race have much to do with the environment 
and atmosphere of our world.
